Land owners and tenants, colored 
laborers and cropner§ who have seen |} 
their earnings fade during the past | 
four years through the advent of the 
pests, and who have fought them with 
hand guns and mule-drawn dusters, 
with syrup mixtures and various other 
concoctions, marveled as the. two 
planes sped before them at a high rate 
of speed and left their trail of poison- 
ous dust like a smoke screen. 

Demonstrates Superiority. 

This dust settled down on the cot- 
ton like fine mist, penetrating every 
part of the stalk in such fine par- 
ticles that the natural eve could hard- 
|ly detect it. At earlier or later hours 

in the day the effects are much bet- 
ter, due to atmospheric conditions | 
and the absence of air currents. It | 
stuck to the cotton in a manner that |! 
is impossible to obtain by the ordi- | 
nary applying methods, especially in | 
dry weather. 

The largest of the planes brought | 
here, a .400-horsepower machine, with 
an enormous wing spread and aqn 
arsenate hopper capable of carrying 
1.300 pounds per flight, left a swath 
of dusted cotton approximately 200 
feet wide as it sped down the field. 
This is a special machine built by 
the Huff-Deland company, according 
to specifications laid down by Dr. 
Coad and his assistants at Tallulah, 
La. This machine was not as easily 
handled as the stuuller ones, but it 
was easily demonstrated’ that for 
large areas and on fairly level terrain | 
its effectiveness in applying calcium | 
arsenate, the only remedy for the 
boll weevil recommended by the gov- 
ernment out of vver 1,500 tried, is 
unequaied. 

Evperts Are Pleased. 

. Experts here with the planes, in- 
cluding Dr. Mahoney, state ta@at tests 
have shown that it requires only 
about two pounds of calcium arsenate 
to dust an acre of cotton where 
planes are employed, while five 
pounds is a minimum with other 
methods. 

He said that he was_ grati-| 
fied at the results and was confi- 
dent that the airplane would come to 
play a great part in the fight on the 
boll weevil. He did not hail its ad- 
vent into the fight as a machine that 
would, like magic, solve the problem 
facing the cotton planters of the 
south, but urged, rather, that those 
present should push on along the same 
lines directed by the State ‘College of 
Agriculture and the vartous demon- 
stration agents who are found all 
over Georgia and who have exper* 
knowledge on the best methods for 
combating the pest. 

He urged the destruction of all cot- 
ton stalks as soon as the staple is 
| picked, and the destruction of all hi- 
bernating places of the weevil. He 
urged that planting be done as soon 
as the ground is warm enough to 
bring the cotton up and hurgy its 
growth. He advised early varieties of 
cotton, intensive cultivation, and suf- 
ficient fertilization to bring on an 
early crop and rush its maturity. 
These things, Dr. Mahoney said, were 
more important than dusting, but 
dusting is a great auxiliary to ali 
these. He said that the best method 
for actually fighting the weevil after 
it had made its appearance was with 
ealc1um arsenate in the dust form. 

Jr. J. Phil Campbell, head of the 
extension department of the State 
College of Agriculture, was pleased , 
over the results of the demonstration, 
and was so optimistic that he does 
not ‘consider the hilly’ country of the

thousand people «t Athens to see the 


plane demonstrations. 

There were nearly two thousand 
automobiles parked in the various 
parking fields; and around eight 
thousand people were fed at the bar- 
becue. 

Speeches were made by Dr. Ma- 
loney, of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture; Dr. Phil Camp- 
bell, of the state college of agricul- 
ture, and several others. 

There were visitors from all 6ver 
Georgia and the two Carolinas, and 
from even Florida and Alabama. 

Of all of this I shall write more 
fully and mose in detail later—and 
when I feel more like it. 

It is not news te anybody,. perhaps, 
that The Constitution’s airship, in 
which one of its staff photographers, 
Iranecis FE. Price, was being conduct-

In the effort to get the best possi- 
ble positions for photographs, over 
und under the dusting panes, the 
pilot simply looked back for a second 
to locate the position of one of the 
dueting planes, and during that sec- 
ond hit the top of a small cluster of 
pine trees. The plane broke the top 
of cne of the trees completely off, and 
then fell within a hundred feet. 

Francis Price, with camefa in 
hand, was stancing up in the front 
pit, and the impact crushed the front 
of the ship, with its great, throbbing 
motor upon him, bursting 


seriously injuring him. 

Doctors were immediately at his 
side, and no man ever had quicker or 
more expert attention. 

I went with him to St. Mary's hos- 
pital, and remained until after the 
X-ray photographs were taken, and 
the doctors had finished their prelim- 
inary work. 

In the meantime Mrs. Price was 
rushed to him from Atlanta, and we 
are not only hopeful but greatly en- 
couraged that he will soon be fully 
recovered. 

The love and kindness of the thou- 
sands of people of Athens, so fully 
illustrated during the afternoon, is 
deeply appreciated.

HEALTH TALKS

Four-Power Treaty.

Analyzes Cut In Finances. 

“We are told, in the first place, 
that expenditures have been cut from 
live billions and a half in 1921 (the 
end of the fiscal year being July 1 of 
that year) to roughly three and one- 
half billiens in July of 1924. 


“Why the comparison? Why not go 
back to the war year of 1919, when 
we spent nearly 20 billions of dollars, 
and say that since that year ex- 
penses have gone down to three and 
one-half billions?

executive branch of the government, 


“And, then last of all, we are told 
that the things for which the Ameri- 
can people are longing and yearning, 
that the things, which above all others 
they desire, and the things which they 
are going to struggle, is a govern- 
ment of common sense.

HERRIOT IS GIVE 
ONFIDENCE VOTE 


BY JOHN O'BRIEN. 

Pari August 2.—Overcoming the 
strenuous opposition of his predeces- 
sor, M. Poincare, Premier Edouard 
Herriot won a vote of confidence in 
the French senate Tuesday night and 
received that body’s approval of the 
Dawes settlement ag embodied in the 
London protocols. 

The senate supported Herriot by a 
vote of 204 to 4. The chamber of 
deputies having already approved the 
London pact, its ratification by the 
French parliament is assgred. 

Poincare, in ~s_ six-hour speech, 
which at times developed into ana 
acrid, wordy duel with Herriot, de- 
fended “militaristic” methods of deal- 
irg with Germany against his suc- 
cessor’s attempt to settle the repara- 
tions problem by an agreement based 
on the Dawes plan. ‘The keynote »>f 
Poincare’s oratory was distrust of 
Germany and the admonition that 
France should trust only in force. 

Defends Ruhr Occupation. 

Summing up his arguments in sup- 
port of the Ruhr occupation, Poin- 
cure declared: 

‘France never should have aban- 
doned the Rubr unless assured of Ger- 
many's good faith. The policy of 
good will is justified only if Germany 
replies in like manner, The only 
pacts guaranteeing France against 
fresh aggression are defersive alli- 
ances based on military agreements. 
England refuses _ this. Therefore, 
France must refuse to disarm. 
France is not guaranteed by sea, 
therefore she must watch her security 
on the land.” 

The London pact, Poincare empha- 
sized, was based “on the 
sands of Germany’s ,o» faith.” 

Criticises American Delegate. 

Dealing in detail with the .modifi- 
cations of the Dawes plan made by the 
London conference, Poincare especial- 
ly criticised the presence of an Ameri- 
can delegate on the reparations com- 
mission, which he pointed out would 
prevent France from having a major- 
ity on that body. Heerharged that the 
international financiers had dictated 
the deliberations of the London con- 
ference, adding that Herriot should 
have granted nothing antil the finan- 
ciers guaranteed they would place 
Germany’s railroad and _ industrial 
bonds on the world market instead of 
merely a $200,000,000 Joan. 

Assailing the principle of arbitra- 
tion by neutral powers in the event 
of Germany’s default, Poincare said: 

“Germany easily can find neutrals 
who will defend her against the meas- 
ures she will assert impoverish her.’’ 


Would Continue Occupation. 

He pleaded for a continuation of 
the military occupation of the Ruhr, 
urging “France must not evacuate 
an inch until the bends provided for 
in the Dawes plan are taken up.” 

Herriot, replying to Poincare, as- 
serted it was impossible to use war 
methods in peace time and concluded, 
“The senate is free to cnoose_ be- 
tween a policy of isolated action and 
interallied collaboration.” 

“Tor the first time,” he said, “the 
problem of reparations has entered 
the -eategory of positive reality. We 
did not sacrifice our right to isolated 
action in the event of default. It was 
a most difficult task, but I succeeded 
in preserving that right.”

AMERICAN TO HAVE POWER BUT NO CROWN 


As Director of Reparations 


BY CHARLES M. CeCANN, 

London, August 26.—Dominatinz 
the entire reparations scheme and di- 
recting the economic readjustment of 
Europe, an American business man is 
about to assume such extensive pow 
ers over the affairs of the old world 
as to make him a virtnal dictator. 

Nevet before has Eurone so com- 
pletely delivered her destiny into the 
hands of an outsider as when Owen 
D. Young, of the Geners! Electric 
company and member of the Dawes 
experts’ committee, was cast for the 
role of “agent-general for reparations 
payments.” 

Now that Young has consented to 
assume the gigantie job for the three 
months required to get it under way, 
it is timely to review the scope of 
the unprecedented authority which he 
will command. 

As supervisor of reparations his 
first task will be to get the Dawes 
settlement into operation during the 
transition period prior tau October, 
when the Dawes plan will he declared 
formally in operation. France and 
Belgium will turn over to him all 
their receipts from the economic occu- 
pation of the Ruhr. Germany will 
hand him her first reparations pay- 
ments under the annuity scheme pro- 
vided by the experts’ committee. 
Young, in turn will deliver these pa;y- 
ments to the allies through the me- 
dium of the reparations commission. 

The Dawes report defines the agent- 
general as the “coordinating official” 
who will act as the connecting link 
between the reparations commission, 
the various commissioners serving un- 
der the Dawes organization and the 
German government. When the Ger- 
man bank of issue is formed all the 


reparations payments from Germany 
will be paid into this bank in the 
name of the American who is agent- 
general. 

Young’s influence over Furope does 
not stop here. As chairman of the so- 
called transfer committee, the agent- 
general will dominate the committee's 
work of making payments to the allies 
as well as determining whether such 
payments should be made i» cash or in 
kind. Moreover, the transfer commit- 
tee is empowered to reduce or sts- 
pend payments from Germany if the 
funds accumulate too rapidly and als» 
to determine whether Germany is at- 
tempting to manipulate the exchange 
rates, 

Young’s job also carries with it 
membership in the committee which 
will report to the reparations com 
mission on the desirability of ans 
change in the Dawes scheme. Thus, 
while the experts’ formula is intended 
to work automatically, the agent-gen 
eral. both in his own capacity and 4:8 
chairman of the transfer committee, 
becomes the most powerful single fiz- 
ure, both from the allied and German 
viewpoints, in working out the repara- 
tions problem.* 


The experts who drew up the 
Dawes report regarded the transfer 
committee and the ageni-general as 
the heart of their plan. This was the 
reason that the London conference 
insisted on safeguarding the ictator’= 
tremendous powers despite efforts to 
undermine them,

Says Air on Mars 
Is Too Rarified 
To Support Lite 


Bourges, France. August 26.—( By 
the Associated Press.)—The air of 
Mars is altogethcr too ligat and too 
rare to support such animal life as 
we have on the earth, the Rev. Thom- 
as Moreux, director of the Bourges 
observatory, declared today, report- 
ing on observations of the planet he 
had made on Saturday through his 
telescope of 325 diameters. 

Conditions for his observation were 
fairly good, he said, and his view was 
better than any attained during the 
recent observations by British as- 
tronomers. It alse was apparently 
more satisfactory than the reported 
observations of other French astron- 
omers who had been watching the 
planet during the period of its rela- 
tive nearness to the earth. 

The clergyman asserted that his 
vision of Mars on Saturday had been 
“marvelous,” but added that climatic 
eonditions of the planet produced a 
haze which has obseured many well 
known topographical feature, al- 
though in general permitting a good 
sight of the planet’s outline as it had 
been already reported by previous ob- 
servers. | 

“What the eve can affirm as a re- 
sult of the observation,” the astron- 
omer cor@nued, “is that the layer 
of air surrounding the planet is high- 
ly rarified and that it could not sup- 
port highly organized animal life such 
as dogs or even mice. 

“If there are animals there, there 
must be a very low state of life. The 
vegetation .there must resemble our 
moss and lichen.” 

The clergyman said the weather on 
Mars, where spring is now at its 
height, is as bad as that on earth and 
that the Martians, if they exist, will 
bave the same cold and nasty sum- 
mer which the inhabitants of the 
earth have endured this year. 

He added that be wanted to correct 
some erroneous comments on the 
probable temperature there for at- 
mospherie conditions, declaring: “AlI- 
though the thermometer on Mars 
might register about 5 degrees above 
zero Fahrenheit in the shade, yet, 
fully’ exposed to the sun, it probably 
would show something like 65 to 
70 degrees above zero and would be 
favorable to a vegetation which drew 
its moisture only from the atmos- 
phere.”

People will say that Mrs. Ferguson’s 
nomination—which, according to pre- 
cedent, means election—is not signi- 
ficant as the triumph of a woman, on 
account of the peculiar nature of the 
race and the unusual political condi- 
tions which led up to it 

But after all, just as many hotly 
contested candidates are founded on 
issues as on personalities. 

And measured thus, Mrs. Ferguson's 
success is a typical political triumph.

New York, August 26.—Senator 
Robert M. LaFollette cannot swing 
any large part of the vote of the work- 
ing people to his suppourt ‘n the presi- 
dential election this fall, in the belief 
of Judge Elbert Gary, chairman of 
the United States Steel corporation. 

The steel chieftain, in a statement 
Tuesday, quoted figures he had com: 


piled purporting to show that of the 
2,925,000 members of the American 
Federation of Labor, 30 per cent are 
ineligible to vote and that the rest are 
strongly divided politically 

“Il have nothing to esnay against 
Senator La Follette or anybody else,” 
Gary said, “except that the working 
people who go to the polis next fall 
are not going to vote for him because 
they believe, as the majority does 
thet the election of the independen' 
ticket undoubtedly would be very in- 
jurious to the prospects of prosperity 
and the general progress of this coun- 
try.”

Georgia Cotton This Y ear 
To Double 1923 Figures, 
Declare Crop Statisticians 


An “old-time” ¢otton crop forecast 
by the Georgia Cooperative Crop Ser- 
vice in its semi-monthly report re- 
leased today. From the present out- 
look the crop will be about double 
that produced last year. The diffi- 
culty in 1923 was in telling how small 
the crop would be, say the statisti- 
cians. This year the difficulty is in 
telling just how high Georgia figures 
will run. 

A large proportion of the crop is 
probably sate and picking has started 
in the lower third of the state. Boll 
weevils are becoming quite active in 
southern Georgia, but in that _ sec- 
tion the crop is too far advanced for 
them to do damage at all comparable 
with that of past years. Quite a num- 
ber of connties failed to receive rain 
during the past fortnight and the out- 
look has been reduced on this ac- 
eount. This is particularly true ‘of 
scattered counties in north Georgia. 

Burke, Carroll, Sumter ang Lau- 
rens counties promise to make 4 close 
race for first. place. Correspondents in 
each of these counties have fixed their 
idea of the crop around 25,000 bales. 


Until a week ago the race seemed to 
be between Sumter and Burke. Now 
the odds seem to favor Carroll. In 
the next group are, Madison, Frank- 
lin, Hall, Dodge, Terrell and Eman- 
uel, which are expecting to make from 
15,000 to 20,000 bales. 

One of the most remarkable fea- 
tures of the report is that a great 


fmany counties in south Georgia ex- 


pect to make from two to five times 
as mich cotton as they did last sea- 
son. This is the area where the crop 
was almost a failure last year. In 
north-central Georgia a similar sit- 
uation is irdicated in counties such 
as Hancock, Morgan, Greene, etc. 
Here the weevil practically put cot- 
ton growers out of business several 
years ago. The outlook is for four 
or five times as much cotton as has 
been produced in those sections in 
the last year or two. 

The forecast is based on a condi- 
tion of 70 per cent and an indicated 
yield of ebout 150 pounds of lint cot- 
ton per acre. It will vary from that 
amount as conditions are better or 
worse than average after that date.

IN WHEAT MARKET 


Chicago, August 26.—Improvement 
of crop prospects in Canada brought 
about free selling of wheat here to- 
day and pficeg dropped to a new low 
on the present downturn. At the

A report to the Winnipeg Free

responsible for the sudden downturn 
in the wheat market here, toward the 
finish. Previously the market was 
inclined to rally from its early weak- 
ness, when buyers became active on 
the downturn. Initial declines were 
attributed to the easier tone at Win- 
nipeg, the break in Liverpool and re- 
ports that yesterday’s export business 
were greatly exaggerated. Houses 
with northwest connections were mod- 
erate sellers as the result of the bear- 
ish Canadian news, cash interests, 
particularly those with export con- 
nections, absorbing those offerings, 

Improved investment buying in- 
duced by receipt of unfavorable 
weather reports relative to the con- 
dition of the corn crop brought about 
sharp upturn in the value of corn. 
Nebraska reported a heat wave and 
need of rain, South Dakota told of 
the unlikelihood of corn maturing, 
while central portions of the belt 
showed no material improvement un- 
der favorable weather. 

Oats encountered a good class of 
commission house buying, being influ- 
enced largely by the action of corn.

Other 
motor shares and the radios changed 
only fractionally.

As Wilson & Company 
Refrain From Buying 


Chicago, August 26.—Stagnation in 
the cattle nerket on the livestock ex- 
change resulted today from the with- 
drawal of Wilson & Codrd from buy- 
ing. Other large packers then re- 
frained from buying, but the demor- 
alization, it was said by all parties, 
would be only temporary and the ex- 
pectation was expessed that Wilson

Everett C. Brown, ——. of the 
Chicago livestock exchange, issued a 
warning notice to shippers to hold 
back choice cattle of 1,200 pounds 
upward until after Labor day. 

“There is no buying in the cattle 
market as a result of withdrawal of 
Wilson & Co.,” Mr. Brown said. 

“However, two large Chicago bank- 
ers have advised the commission men 
that Wilson & Co., have posted am- 
ple funds assuring the commission 
men that the Wilson credit is all 
right, whenever that concern decided 
to resume buying. 

Withdrawal of Wilson.buying em- 
braced the Kansas City and Okla- 
homa City markets as well as the 
Chicago market. The principal effect 
here was, to virtually stop buying 
of cattle,” as the holdover last night 
was 12,000, of which 10,000 was good 
to choice, Mr. Brown said, and ar- 
rivals this morning totaled 11,000. 

Other packer representatives also 
expressed the belief that the lack of 
buying in cattle in which Wilson is 
a heavy shipper of live carloads to 
eastern plants was only temporary.
